Fiscal Analysis
ASSUMPTIONS:

1. Under current law, revenue collected from liquor license fees and permit fees is deposited in the Sate
generd fund. The Department of Revenue (DOR) receives an gppropriation to fund the adminigtrative
expenses for liquor license adminigration and fee collection from the state generd fund.

2. Under this proposd, the revenue collected by the Department of Revenue from liquor license fees and
permit feesis depogited into the Department of Revenue sinternd service (1.S.) fund. The DOR shal pay
its adminigtrative expenses for liquor license adminigtration and fee collection from the proceeds of the
collections of liquor license fees and permitsfees. The Department of Justice (DOJ) will pay gaming
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control expenditures from the interna service fund. The DOR shdll transfer the net amount to the State
generd fund, which is $674,797 in fiscd 2002 and $672,134 in fiscal 2003. The net amount under this
section istotd collections minus DOR and DOJ administration costs.

3. The DOR egtimates the administration costs to be $558,293 in fiscal 2002 and 2003, and the total
collections from liquor license fees and permit fees to be $1,800,000 in fiscal 2002 and 2003.

4. Department of Justice, Gambling Control Division operating budget is $611,103 in FY 2002 and $613,766
in FY2003. The amount shown as areduction in generd fund expenditures does not include the generd
fund gppropriation for the Automated Accounting and Reporting System ($380,000). It is assumed that
the AARS will continue to be supported with genera fund revenue.

5. Assumesthe Department of Revenue will contract with the Department of Judtice for additiona services
in the license investigations process ($43,900). .

6. HB2 free conference committee gpproved the dollar amounts listed in this fiscd note for Justice and
Revenue.
